CHAPEI IN FLAMES 


Chinese, Japanese Set 


Section of Shang- 


hai Ablaze 


Shanghai — <JP> — United States 


marines were authorized today to 
open fire in self-defense on any air- 
plane attacking them or noncom- 
batants in their sector of the Inter- 
national Settlement.

troops from Chapei to a new de- 
fense line, raged menacingly around 
the International Settlement. 


Tremendous fires set by the em- 


battled Chinese and Japanese raged 
through Chapei, native quarter of 
north Shanghai, and even penetrat- 
ed the settlement at one point. Chi- 
nese aircraft raided the Yangtzepoo 
section, dropping incendiary bombs 
uhich started more fires. 


The combat brought into play the 


full power of Japanese warships in 
the Whangpoo and 
Chinese land 


batteries. They fired steadily until 
after nightfall. 


Result of Jap Attacks . 


Admiral Yarnell's action grew out 


of repeated attacks 
by Japanese 


fliers on Chinese positions along the 
edges of the settlement. These raids 
reached a climax Sunday when a 
Japanese 
flier 
machine 
gunned 


British troops and a party of British 
and American horseback riders on 
Keswich road, killing one British 
soldier. 


The British immediately ordered 


their troops to act in self-defense if 
such an attack were repeated. 


United States authorities said .50 


caliber anu-airr-aft machine guns, 
making up part of the armament of 
the Sixth, regiment of marines, had 
not been set up yet They hoped it 
would not be necessary to bring 
them into play. 


Yarncll's Order 


Admiral Yarnell's order said: "In 


case of attack with bombs or ma- 
chine guns by airplanes of any na- 
tionality on defense forces or. non- 
combatants in the sector defended 
by the second United States marine 
brigade, 
the

has authorized these forces to open 
fire in self-defense."

Where are We and What Must We Do? 


While It Is clear enough that 


there arc not the same dangers to- 
day as there were after the cra&b 
of 1929. it is none the less true that 
recovery has been halted and that 
a depression is in the making. . 


There is no reason lor thinking 


that it must be as grave and as 
prolonged as the depression which 
ended in the winter of 1933. But 
there is also no reason for thinking 
that it cannot become serious in- 
deed if its causes are not dealt with 
promptly, boldly, and clearly. If for 
the next three or four months we 
drift, we shall more than probably 
drift into as bad a depression as 
the excitedly pessimistic stock mar- 
ket is noxv predicting.

Labor Policy Raised 
Costs of Production 


The net effect 
of tiic 
govern- 


ment's labor policy was drastically 
and suddenly to increase the costs 
of production. The figures, when 
one examines them, are really 
amazing. Toward the end of 193G 
average hourly earnings in factories 
rose sharply and the average hours 
worked fell sharply. With the rise 
of prices checked by the deflation- 
ary policy of the government, with 
costs greatly increased in the key 
industries by its labor policy, the 
margin of profit which had seemed 
so attractive in the autumn of 1936 
had been reduced, if not eliminated, 
by the spring of 1937. Men take 
risks in order to make profits and 
when they cannot see profits they 
do not take risks. 


Concurrently,

But that will do no good what- 


ever unless the difficult decision Is 
taken simultaneously. That deci- 
sion invo'vcs, to put it bluntly, re- 
versing with whatever face-saving 
may be in order, the guiding prin- 
ciple of the New Deal., It will be 
necessary to discard the New Deal 
pincers. It will be necessary for 
Mr. Roosevelt to tell organized la- 
bor that certain wages, especially 
in the construction industry, arc too 
high, and that certain hours are too 
short. And it will be necessary for 
him to satisfy investors that he has 
laid aside the purposes behind the 
attempt to pack the supreme court. 


From such inquiries as I have 


made, I have no doubt that the 
leading New De .lers now realize 
that unless such a reversal takes 
place promptly they will find them- 
selves in a depression which will 
destroy them and their political 
power. Their present problem is 
to persuade the president, who is 
only half persuaded, that he must 
act at once, and the problem of per- 
suading him is how to devise a 
formula which will enable him to 
reverse his course without losing 
much face.

ket during the winter 
months, 


prices throughout the winter mar- 
keting season are expected to be 
generally low. the bureau of ag- 
ricultural economics said today in 
its October fruit situation report. 


The current report discusses the 


supply and demand situation for 
oranges, grapefruit and apples, the] 


crops of which this year arc of near 
record proportions. The prospective 
orange supply for winter and spring 
marketing is the largest on record: 
the grapefruit crop is indicated to 
be the second largest, exceeded only 
in 1930; and the apple crop is ex- 
pected to be the largest in 11 years.

selling near the early prices of last 
year, the Bureau points out that 
"seasonal price declines during the 
next few months may be as sharp 
as those which occurred from Oc-

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A JURY CAXNOT BE EVERYTHING 
Early in this century a Chicago butcher 


' named Lutgert was on trial for his life 


for using the tools of his trade upon his 
wife. 
Probably fatigued by the length 


of the trial Mister Dooley wrote in his 
column: 


"When" the case is all over, the 


jury'll pitch th' testimony out iv the 
window, an' consider three questions: 
Did Lootgert look as though he'd kill 
his wife? Did his wife look as though 
she ought to be kilt? Isn't it time we

wint to supper?"

The verdict in the case'of one of Ken- 


tucky's quick shooters named Garr will 
pile up further criticism on the jury sys- 
tem. 


Often juries arc lambasted for no 


other season than a difference of opinion 
although in the Garr case the evidence 
was simply overwhelming that the Garrs 
planned the destruction of General Den- 
hardt and have so far succeeded in evad- 
ing punishment because jurors arc satis- 
fied that had Kentucky citizens been more 
patriotic the General would have been 
destroyed long before. 


\Ve must take the evil in the jury sys- 


tem along with good and not make too 
wry a face because, in fact, the good ex- 
ceeds the evil. 


It may be that General Denhardt was 


the ruthless 
and 
unscrupulous person 


painted. Perhaps he deserved to be shot 
down like an animal scurrying to cover. 
But the Garrs in taking justice into their 
own hands were committing an act of 
anarchy. The great danger lies in the 
substitution of individual-judgments and 
caprices for the more steady and deliber- 
ate although sometimes slow and tire- 
some processes of the law. 


If the Garrs made a mistake in their 


calculations, if the General were guiltless 
of wrongdoing, still must their defense be 
based jpon an attack against the charac- 
ter of the deceased. And when a man is 
buried in a cemetery it is not difficult 
to attack his record. 


Popularity, too, is -a very fickle thing 


upon which to construct anything worth 
while. The Garrs were 
likeable 
and 


liked. 
Denhardt apparently was stern, 


morose and 
curt. 
Yet sometimes the 


greatest and most generous hearts beat 
warmly under a rough 
exterior, and 


many of those who literally carry their 
hearts on their sleeves arc but superficial 
and undependablc. 


The jury knew well enough that the 


Garrs deliberately set out to kill Den- 
hardt. They found a verdict of not guilty 
because they thought the Garrs 
were 


right or, if not entirely right, mucn might 
be said in their favor. 


WORTHWHILE DELINQUENCY 


EFFORT 


The distance separating Broadway and 


Main Street cannot be measured with the 
ordinary yardstick. New York City's prob- 
lems are not the problems of the hinter- 
land. But, occasionally, New Yorkers' at- 
tempts to solve their peculiar problems 
develop courses of action that can be fol- 
lowed with profit even in the smallest 
villages. 


Such a course of action is growing out 


of the recognition by New York City 
school authorities of a 
condition that 


checkmates many of their efforts to com- 
bat child delinquency. 


The authorities have come to believe 


that their work with children never will 
succeed as it is intended to do while the 
social levels of the communities from 
which the children come remain below 
standard. The authorities are paying less 
attention to children and more attention 
to adults, are establishing social centers 
where adults and teachers can meet and 
arc planning activities that are intended 
especially to arouse the interest of adults. 


As was remarked before, New York's 


problems are not the problems we face. 
But we can study with profit the new 
methods of child correction that are being 
worked out there. 


These methods do not contemplate the 


extension of the kind of work that the 
Parent-Teachers associations are doing. 
Delinquent children do not ordinarily 
come from the sort of homes that supply 
Parent-Teacher membership. 


There is, however, opportunity for the 


education of parents that will be reflected 
in more normal home life. Children spend 
only a few hours in school each day. Ed- 
ucation is not a part-time job. It must 
be spread over 24 hours. And any effort 
that results in the raising of the social 
level of the community is certain to be 
reflected in a decrease in delinquency.

rights over all of Greenland, and 
has actively governed much of the 
coast. 


"Thule is a village of about 311 


inhabitants, nearly all Eskimos, sit- 
uated on the southern 
shore of 


Wolstenholme 
Fjord 
off 
Baffin 


Bay." says the National Geographic 
Society. 


"Since its discovery by the Dan- 


ish explorer. Knud Rasmussen on 
the first Thule Expedition in 1912- 
13, it has been under an autono- 
mous government by native hunt- 
ers. The explorer set up this local 
government, a system that until the 
recent action of the Danish govern- 
ment was successfully operated in 
the remote Arctic outpost. 


Base of Expeditions 


"While Thule's population growth 


has not been impressive, the village 
has become important as a trading 


point for several important Arctic 
expeditions. 


"The 
village was particularly 


popular with Rasmussen on his 
numerous journeys into the Arctic 
His first expedition out of Thule in 
1912, returned after several months 
with data on meteorology and nat- 
ural history of northern Greenland. 
He learned how the Eskimos lived 
in the frigid northland and his re- 
searches not only aided his own 
subsequent Greenland expeditions 
but also polar dashes that were to 
take place in later years.

Thule expedition In 1916 under 
Rasmussen. One man died; another 
was lost and never found, but the 
expedition mapped the region cov- 
ered and brought back to the sta- 
tion important findings in geology 
and botany.

salik on the east coast, collecting 
data on Eskimo tales and legends.

Do you ever think how many'words and phrases hove become virtually 


obsolete in the last twenty yoars. and how the whole trend of conversa- 
tion has altered? There is no bet lor >nrd.Mick by which to measure the 
changes that have taken place, for wo would be almost as unintelligible 


lo our grandchild! en if we talked to them in 
Chaucer Kngltt-h as we would be if we used the 
vocabulary in vogue when we were swect-and- 
twcnty and up-to-date. 


DOROTHY DIX 


In those days, for instance, certain subjects 


were taboo and never mentioned except in pri- 
vate. Matters of sex were not discussed in po- 
lite society. Now they arc the favorite dinner- 
table topic. People did not describe the particu- 
lars of their diseases to any one but their phy- 
cisians. Now we cannot choose but listen to ev- 
ery detail of their major and minor operations, 
and the gorier they were the more they publi- 
cuc them. Then family scandals were shushed 
up, and you couldn't have drawn any detail 
pbout a daughter's elopement or a son's wild 
oat crop out of their parents with wild horses. 


Now they call in the reporters and Rive spicy interviews to the news- 
papers. 


you call her a "frump" and a "back 
number" and be done with it. 


Then there were stories that men never told in the presence of women. 


Now it is the men who have t 
blushinglj- retire from the roorr 
when women begin to tell storie 
Then 
"hell" and "damn" wer 


words that were seldom heard out 
side of a church. Now they arc th 
prop and stay of all conversatior 
and the younger generation wouli 
be almost inarticulate if deprive 
of them. Swearing—can you imag 
inc it—was considered vulgar, cs 
pecially for the fair sex. The mos 
that any well-brought-up girl coul 
stay under any provocation wa 
"Oh fie!" or "Goodness me!" Bu 
the modern debutante's supply o 
oaths turns a mule-skinner grce 
with envy. 


In those ancient days "woman" 


sacred influence" was a theme on 
every tongue. People actually be 
]ieved in it. Novels were based 01 
it. Clergymen preached about i! 
Orators implored women to sav 
the world by using their sacred in 
fuence. But when did you ever hea 
anybody mention woman's sacrcc 
influence in these days? even to re 
call it is like fetching down some 
thing from the hair trunk in the at- 
tic that you haven't thought of for 
years and years and that the child- 
ren never heard about. 


In those days also part of the 


technique of courtship was for the 
girl to "reform" the man. It was 
really her trump card. Her role wa 
to be very pure and saintly and 
his to be very wicked; and she was 
always lifting him up to her higher 
level and sending him good books 
and telling him how she prayed 
lor him every night. And when a 
woman prays for a man her pray- 
ers are always answered by her 
getting him. But the reformation 
route to the altar was definitely 
closed when girls took to smoking 
and drinking and petting. 


Then, the meaning of words has 


changed. It used to be that the am- 
bition of every girl was to be a 
lady, and every mother's admoni- 
tion to her little daughter was. 
-Now try to act like a little lady." 
But you could probably offer a girl 
of today no more deadly insult than 
to call her a lady, unless you were 
to say that she was "sweet" or a 
"nice girl." She has no desire to be 
any of these things. She wants to 
be considered tough, hard-boiled, a 
good sport, sophisticated. 


Modesty is another word that you 


hear as seldom as you see it illus- 
trated in real life, yet there was a 
time when it was considered that 
the choicest compliment you could 
pay a girl was to call her "modest." 
Now she would just as soon that 


Blush is another obsolete word. 


It has fallen into disuse because the 
thing it described has ceased to 
exist. Probably no youth has even 
seen a maiden blush and he knows 
of it only by hearsay. As a matter 
of fact he couldn't detect a blush, 
even if there were one. under the 
layers of cleansing cream and foun- 
dation cream and vanishing cream 
and rouge and powder with which 
every girl coats her face; yet, be- 
lieve me, they have missed some- 
thing in not seeing the soft color 
come and go on a girl's cheeks. 


And there are other words and 


phrases, such as "mother's little 
helper" and "duty" and "obliga- 
tion" and "obedience" and "until 
death do us part." marriages that 
are passing out of use. And with 
them go some mighty fine ideals.

An "Iron Jlikc." 


The bridge is near the front of 


the ship, and a clear view of the 
sea ahead can be obtained from it. 
Passengers are not allowed to go 
there as a rule, but the captain 
kindly gave me permission when 
I told him I would like to tell 
readers of our column about it. 
One of the interesting things I saw 
was the "Iron Mike." also called 
the "Metal Mike." 
This is a de- 


vice which makes it more simple 
to steer a vessel. 


In the old days the pilot or the 


quartermaster had to stay at the 
•wheel all the time, moving it this 
way and that during the 
ocean 


crossing. Nowadays the more mod- 
ern liners have "Iron Mikes." The 
Mike is set in a certain direction, 
and the vessel travels along with- 
out anyone touching the wheel. In 


case of fog, a seaman takes the 
wheel. The steering is also done by 
hand when the vessel is entering or 
leaving a harbor. 


.Officers of the ship showed me 


other interesting things 
on 
the 


Bridge. One of these was a kind 
of speedometer. By turning a but- 
ton, an. officer started a handx mov- 
ing across a dial. It did not stop 
moving until it reached the figure 
showing the speed at which we 
were going. At the moment, when 
the test was made for me, we were 
traveling 31 knots an hour in other 
words, more than 35 land miles per 
hour. 


The officer showed me a device 


used to learn the depth of the wa- 
ter. 
Sound waves are sent down 


to the bottom of the sea, from 
which they "bounce back." The rate 
at which sound travels through salt 
water is known. The time taken 
for the sound to go to the bottom, 
then back again tells the depth of 
the water. An ocean liner moving 
at high speed cannot get echoes 
from very deep water but testing 
to a depth of a quarter of a mile, 
or so. takes care of all needs. 


A chart which was shown me on 


the Bridge gave a good idea of the 
ups and downs of the ocean bottom. 
In some places there are great cliffs 
with steep sides going down hun- 
dreds of feet.

turn in business. The government's 
jwn advisers are fairly united in 
iheir memoranda to the effect that 
;he government's curtailment of 
spending and the withdrawal from 
purchasing power of vast sums of 
Jtax money operated together to 
cause a change which set in early 
last summer and now has been re- 
flected in growing unemployment 
and widespread diminution of or- 
Iders and contracts for the future. 


What the government experts arc 


|not agreed upon is what shall be 
lone to correct the situation. Some 
if them are inclined to attribute a 
great deal of importance to the 
psychological effects of the stock 
market itself. Thus, the drop of $25,- 
000,000,000 in values is naturally 
something thj>t causes thousands of 
business men to take their cue from 
market conditions, and it is most 
unfortunate that several 
officials 


think further regulation of the mar- 
kets in stocks, so as to narrow the 
margin of fluctuations, would tend 
to improve matters. 


Maybe too much. money has 


gone into speculation, but it will be 
asked what the public will do or 
can do if channels of sound invest- 
ment are clogged. It has been said 
so ofter that it sounds trite to re- 
peat: a capitalistic system is based 
on the constant investment and 
reinvestment of capital in produc- 
tive enterprises with the hope of 
getting a fair profit. The get-rich- 
quick type of speculation plays a 
part in every boom, but basically, 
values are determined by the earn- 
•ing capacity of the enterprises 
•themselves. 
P 
Cost Uncertainties 


What future has any American 


enterprise when it cannot make 
plans? There's only one big indus- 
try which has been able to work out 
over a period of years a balanced 
production in relation to sales and 
prices, and that's the automobile in- 
Idustry. But today even that industry 
Icannot plan because it faces un- 
Icertainties in cost, developed direct- 
ly out of government action. 


If, ever there was a time for real 


'economic planning" it is the pre- 
sent But to plan effectively, all 
the major influences, including gov- 
erment itself, must do their share. 
Today, labor costs and tax costs are 
at the mercy of a- presidential 
whim. That's why. whether critics 
or Mr. Roosevelt like it or not, they 
are forced to concede that Mr. Roo- 
sevelt alone can prevent a major 
depression from aproaching 1929 
severity. He alone has power over 
various 
economic 
factors. 
The 


American people looked to their 
president in 1930 and 1931 and 1932 
—they urged him to "do something." 


They will soon be urging their pre 
sidcnt again to "do something." 


Mr. Roosevelt is reported to b 


well aware of the pressure. To sav 
the economic situation he may havi 
to reverse himself on some impor 
tant policies that have been pe 
subjects of agitation. Will he do it 
Nobody knows, but the rumors ar<- 
flying thick and fast that Mr. Roo- 
sevelt isn't going to let the prescn 
depression develop on such a scale 
that, like a fire, it may get beyond 
control. 


To understand the nature of the 


proposed, shift in emphasis—if one 
does not wish to call it "change of 
policy"—it is necessary 
to state 


some fundamentals—the difference 
between business engaged in mak- 
ing what arc called 
"consumer 


goods" and those engaged in mak- 
ing "durable goods." The consumer 
goods are such as arise in food in- 
dustries, amusement businesses, ane 
the like, where no products of a 
durable nature are made. The other 
group includes machinery, equip- 
ment, automobiles, trucks, railroad 
cars, rubber and metal articles, 
building materials, etc. 


It now is admitted that i.rwt of 


the government spending helped to 
stimulate the consumer goods busi- 
nesses and that, when the spending 
ceased, these businesses 
instantly 


felt the drop in purchasing power. 
Stimulus of this kind 
is tempo- 


rary and can only be made lasting 
if there goes on at the same time a 
real improvement in the durable 
goods industries. At one time in 
the depression period — 1932 — it 
was said by the experts that a sub- 
stantial majority of persons on the 
unemployment list were once en- 
gaged in the durable goods indus- 
tries and that the drop off in their 
purchasing 
power 
in turn 
had 


caused a falling off of employment 
in tfie consumer goods industries. 


Help Durable Goods 


It is natural, therefore, that gov- 


ernment economists should be urg- 
ing now that the durable goods in- 
dustries be given an impetus. The 
public works program, of course, 
has been helpful, but it cannot go 
on indefinitely 
because it means 


subsidies and too heavy a drain on 
the budget. 


Private 
spending for 
durable 


goods is the alternative. To stimu- 
late this, it is essential that unnec- 
essary restrictions on financing be 
removed. Also government officials 
say the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration loans can be 
beneficially 


resumed on a basis whereby the 
government guarantees for an in- 
surance fee the 
lending done by 


banks. Then, too, the utilities can 
be encouraged to spend if a mar- 
ket for their securities can be open- 
ed up. 


The biggest demand for durable 


goods is in the form of new housr 
ing, replacement of worn-out ma- 
chinery, remodelling of plants, and 
replacement of used 
cars, trucks, 


busses, etc. 


But there has been 
a lag in 


private building because costs are 
up 18 per cent over a year ago. This 
is attributable in large part to la- 
bor demands. What the government 
can do about this is problematical, 
but certainly if it permtis the Wag- 
ner act to be construed so as to per- 
mit union politicians to force prices 
up irrespective 
of the economics 


involved then there is little hope 
of averting a stalemate on the 
building and construction side. 


The important point to be borne 


in mind is this thought, expressed 
in the words of an 
official report 


privately circulated inside the ad- 
ministration. 


Depends on Roosevelt 


"Private income-increasing 
ex- 


penditures did not expand this year 
at a rate 
sufficient to offset the 


decline in the federal contribution, 
so the rate of recovery slackened." 


The answer is simple: since gov- 


ernment spending cannot go on for- 
ever, private spending must take its 
place. Private spending is governed 
by human nature, 
which cannot 


overnight be bludgeoned into ac- 
cepting "brain trust" 
economics. 


Several constructive steps can be 
taken to encourage private spend- 
ing—or private 
investment—but 


these depend on President Roose- 
velt

If this is done 
at breakfast time, the potatoes will 
bc baked and ready for dinner.
